Genera] Li Ming-shui, who led 
his forces numbering 8,000 men to 
Canton from Shanghai on six mer- 
chant, vessels; has conferred with 
the Cantonese - leaders; since his 
arrival, on plans to attack Wuchow. 
Jt has been reported that General 
‘Li will’ lead his troops against 
Kwangsi on land and will be assisted 
by the navy and air forces in this 
eamapign, which is understood to 
begin very shortly. In view of this 
fact, preparations are being made 
for them to take garrison in the 
Western front 

A later report to hand states that 
three thousand men of General Li 
Ming-shui’s forces ‘have moved to

different stages of enlightened ad- 
vancement. The ordinary citizens in 
the three Western States of the 
Federation are inclined to regard 
themselves as merely disinterested 
onlookers. But are they? Who sup- 
plied Pahang with a fine railway 
free of excense which is not expect- 
ed to work at a profit for a good 
many years to come? The taxpay- 
ers of the three Western States. 
Pahang ‘has been in. debt to the 
three West Coast States since the 
days of Federation. . Thanks to the 
‘assistance of the West Coast taxpay- 
ers Pahang is making good. But of 
course it is and will be a long busi- 
ness before full advantage can “be 
taken of all the natural resources of 
that State. A. remark which. applies 
with even greater significance to, 
say, Kelantan and Trengganu. 

If those States joined the Federa- 
tion, they would immediately become 
a drain on the resources of the three 
West Coast States: .in other words 
on the taxpayers who would be call- 
ed on to give their cash or pledge 
their credit. These taxpayers may 
belfeve that, as in the case of Pahang, 
their “cash and credit” is a good 
lock-up investment which will bene- 
fit later generations.

Confines Changed 
Since the date of the will, how- 
every, it is claimed that the confines 


‘lof some territories have altered— 


neither the Transvaal nor the Or- 
ange Free State were then within 
the British Empire, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan had not come into 
recognised existence, Kenya had 
not been colonised. 

Moreover, some likely: men for 
scholarships had already had a cer- 
tain amount of university training, 
and did not contemplate with 
favour doing the ful! three years 
at Oxford. 

The’ trustees, therefore, seek 
power ‘tc “make -such changes in 
the numner, distribution, tenure, 
duration, and administration of the 
scholarships provided for by the 
will as wil] in their judgment best 
fulfil the purposes and intention of 
the testator.” 

In seeking such power they state 
that the total number of. scholar- 
ships ailotted to certain colonies— 
Rhodesia, South Africa, Auatralia, 
New Zealand, Canada, Newfound- 
land—and the United - States of 
America shal! not. be reduced. 

There’ was no such statement, 
however,’ about. the three scholar- 
ships bequeathed to Jamaica and 
the three to Bermuda; Jamaica and 
Bermuda therefore became: alarm- 
ed, and petitioned to be allowed to 
remain under the ‘distinct condi- 
tions of the’ will. 

Better Scholars 

Mr. -Henniker Heaton, ©.M.G., 
Colonial Secretary in Bermuda, 
gave evidence before the committee 
in support of the claim made by 
Jamaica and Bermuda that Rhodes 
scholars from these areas’ were 
equal.to many and better than some 
from other parts of the Empire in 
scholastic achievement. This im- 
pressed the trustees, who were re- 
presented by Mr.'H. P. Macmillan, 
K.C., and the view was expressed 
that in no way were they anxious 
to do anything that. would offend 
the susceptibilities of the islands, 

Mr. Macmillan said that the 
trustees were quite prepared to 
amend. the Bill so that:.the peti- 
tioners would be in the same. posi- 
tion as. they were before, and thig 
concession was accepted by the 
committee. 

Jamaica and Bermuda, therefore, 
retain their . three scholarships 
each. 

In other respects the Bill was un- 
opposed, and it was passed for third 
reading. 

The Hon. J. P. Hand, G.M.G., 
M.P. of Bermuda, and a member of 
the Executive Council, came over 
to oppose the Bill. 

_ “Feeling was very strong in Ber- 
muda,” said Mr. Hand to a 
“Daily Express’ representative. 
“Rhodes had definitely left us the 
three scholarships and it seemed 
to us it would be an unjust thing 
to deprive us of the legacy without. 
our consent. ~~

THE GUILLOTINE 
DOCTOR ON THE ART OF 
DECAPITATION 


ITS: USE IN BRITAIN. 

When was the guillotine - used 
in Britain? Where was it used? 
Who -3was guillotincd? Is there 
any relic left. of the British guil- 
lotine? 

These are Gieitions suggested 

by a book, ‘The Guillotine and ‘its 
Servants, by G. Lenotre, a trans- 
lation of which, by Mrs. Rodolph 
Stawell (Hutchinson and. Co, 
218.), has just been published. 
. A Reasoned Opinion on. the 
Method of Decapitation, written 
by “Louis, Life Secretary of the’ 
Academy of Surgery,” in; Paris, 
signed March 7,.°1792, ia quoted 
by M. Lenotre.. It describes the 
British guillotine. The secretary 
of the Academy. of Surgery: wrote 
his opinion at the request of the | 
Legislative Committee of the Na- 
tional Assembly during the ‘Re- 
volution, and a decree of the As- 
sembly, dated March 20, ‘declares 
that’ death shall'be inflicted in the 
manner described by Dr. Louis. 

Dr, Louis quotes instances to 
show the difficulty of securing 
that the execution. shall, in the 
interests of all concerned, ibe ‘per- 
formed in an instant and with a 
single ‘blow.” . 

. He refers to the lacking of per- 
fection in the German method of 
beheading with a sword, describes 
the Danish custom ‘of using an axe, 
and-commenting on the difficulties 
of ‘the operation, he says, “to 
secure certainty in the. proceed-- 
ings they must necessarily depend 
on invariable , mechanical means, 
of which both the force and the 
effect can be determined.” 

Then comes the following as- 
tonishing statement:— 


That is the course adopted in 
Britain. The body of the. 
eriminal is laid face downwards 
between two. posts joined by.a 
eross-beam at ‘the top, whence 
the convex hatchet is made to 
fall on the neck by means of a 
trigger. 

It will be noted that this as- 
sertion that the guillotine ‘was 
used in Britain is not made by 
an irresponsible “person, | but by 
the secretary of -a profassional 
body. at. the request ‘of the 
National Assembly Legislative 
Committee, and ‘it was on ‘this 
very “opinion” that the National 
Assembly ordered the guillotine 
jo be used. 

Where did Dr. Louis obtain the 
information “that the guillotine, 
which he so accurately describes, 
was used in Britain? .Was it 
true? “ . 

M, Ienotre. states. that Dr. 
Louis’. report nearly won for him 
the \dismal celebrity . that in the 
end fell to Dr. Guillotin, © “for,” 
the adds, ‘the. decapitating machine 
bore: the name of Louisette for 
some time. Guillotine, howerers 
prevailed.” 

A machine was made.after some 
delay, and the first person guillo~ 
tined was one Nicholas Jacques 
Pelletier; for robbery with viol- 
ence. ; i :

through age, misfortune or 
other causes, are compelled to 
accept whatever, terms may be 
offered them. Masters in. these 
cireumstances are probably re- 
quired to refund a considerable 
portion of the agreed salary and 
such a practice can only be at- 
tractive to an undesirable type of 
master. To find a remedy for 
this state of affairs is clearly not 
easy. Some form of coercion ap- 
pears necessary. Three possible| 
lines were considered: first, legis- 
lation with regard to the engage- 
ment of masters; secondly, action 
by His Majesty’s Consul-General 
at Canton; and, thirdly, the pos- 
sibility of action by the China 
Coast Officers’ Guild.” ~ 
Criticise for Yeats 

The detailed report; when it 
comes to hand, will doubtless be 
very interesting, but sufficient is 
known of the situation as it 
exists, without any special in- 
formation which may be contain- 
ed in the report of the Commis- 
sioners, to justify comment on the 
matter. According to the tele- 
graphed summary,. the report 
deals with “masters,” though pre- 
suniably it deals also with other 
ranks such as chief. officers and 
chief engineers, the employment 
of some of whom on many West 
River ships has for years been 
the subject of much adverse cri- 
diciam. | 


It is “a "well-known fact that 
while the great majority of ships’ 
officers on the China Coast are 
respectable and reputable mem- 
bers of. respectable and reput- 
able. profession, there are many 
who are . looked upon askance— 
‘and rightly:so—by all decent ship- 
ping companies. The' people -we 
have in mind are. not, and never 
will be, of the: slightest use to, 


ed. The real fault lies with the 
smial] shipping companies which 
employ them;* and how some of 
the companies can conscientious- 
ly employ some of the men they 
do, and how some of the masters 
and officers can accept the em- 
ployment they do, and under the 
conditions which obtain, no rea- 
sonable man can understand. 

Let us say here that all of the 
masters and ‘officers employed on 


Kong-are not of the type we have 
described; but undoubtedly the 
great majority are. As the Com- 
missioners state, to find a remedy 
for this state of affairs is not 
easy. z 
The “Great Majority”? 

One solution. would be for the 
shipping . companies concerned, 


!who. have no moral feeling at all, 


to be frozen"out of the services 
in which they operate, by some 
of the bigger companies; but that 
is hardly practicable and in any 
case would ‘probably be only. half 
a remedy. | 

Another suggestion, and 
which appeared in our columns 
some years ago, was to the’ éffect 
that the question would automa- 
tically~ be solved if all shipping 
companies insisted on officers em- 
ployed by them being members-of 
one of the two officer’s Guilds _on | 
the China Coast, and that. the 
Guilds should follow, in the case 
of the smaller companies, the pro- 
cedure so often adopted in regard 
to the big companies, of recom- 
mending only (reputably) sober 
and reliable men for employment. 


A Matter of Money! 

Theoretically, the thing {8 pos- 
sible, but few if any of the Chin- 
ese companies we have in mind 
would be disposed to pay. the 
standard rate of salaries, when 
they could satisfy the law, and 
get their ships ranning somehow 
or other, by. employing doubtful 
characters at low rates, and under 
generally unwholesome and cheap 
conditions. Of the three possible 
lines considered by the Hong 
Kong Commissioners, the one that 
appears most practicable is ‘the 
suggestion of legislative measures. 
The other alternatives would 
probably never work satisfactori- 
ly.

FOCH’S “WAY” 


_ROW SUPREME COMMAND 


WAS WORKED 
AN ARMISTICE STORY 


Paris, April 2. 

' Marshal Foch’s own account of 
some of-the most important in- 
cidents in the War, has been 
reproduced in “Ie Cri de Patis” 
from notes made by Commandant 
Bugnets, one of Marshal Poca 
A.D.C.'s: 

Foch can the task “el dealing 
with the Allied. generals after he 
had assumed supreme command 
one which réquired yreat tact. 
“T could not treat the Allied 
generals like our own. They look- 
ed.at -things from a different 
-angle. The undivided command 
went against the grain, though 
they accepted it loyally. I could 
not brutally give them orders. 
They had to be listened to. I 
tried to convince them. + 

“At times it took a ggod while, 
but I managed in the end. And 
when they had reached the point 1 
wished, I left them, after handing 
them a. little written note, pre- 
pared beforehand with Weygand’s 
help. I gave it to them as though 
it were not a matter of great im- 
portance, 

“T would say, ‘Here is a resume 
of the way I] see things, In prin- 
ciple it is the same as your view, 
Have a good look at it and then 
come and sce me again and we'lt 
talk over it together.” <A few 
days later they agreed with the 
decision and, identifying them- 


_ Relves with them completely, be- 


‘eame jealous for their success. 
That is the method I-used with 
French in 1914, Diaz in 1917, and 
the others in 1918, hat is what 
undivided command was.” 


“Like Trapped Animals”. 

When the time came : for the 
signature of the Armistice Foch 
confesses that he was filled with 
pride: ‘We ‘must show them 
who we are,” he thought when he 
saw the German emissaries. He 
continues: “I asked them . who 
they were. They gave their names. 
Then I asked, “What do you 
want?’ 'To know your terms,’ 
- they answered. ‘I have no terms 
to make,’ I said, and they added, 
“To know the conditions of an 
Armistice,’ ‘I have no conditions 
to give you,’ was my-reply. 

“Erzberger wanted to read a 
document, President .Wilson’s 
Note. JI stopped him. . ‘Do you 
seek an Armistice or do you nol?’ 
I asked ‘We ask for an Armis- 
tice, he replied ‘Good. You will! 
be read the conditions drawn up 
by the Allied Governments.’ 

“They were like trapped 
animals, Erzberger made a long 
speech, asking for . more favour- 
able conditions. I stopped him 
saying, ‘I refuse everything.’ ” 

Commandant ~Bugnet, used to 
walk home with Foch each day 
from his sffice in the Invalides to 
his home in the Rue de Grenclle, 
and it was in the course of these 
walks that Foch recalled’ past 
events of the war.

THE PARAGON OF ° 
ELEPHANTS 


POPULAR JUMBO 

The. fictive 
Gardens as‘ they appeared in 1872 
has cuused a ‘correspondent, says 
“The Times,” to wonder whether 
the two elephants shown fn the pho- 
tograph may be Alice and Jumbo. 
The’ names of these two animals 
were linked Logether in the great 
Jumbo controversy which - excited 
the country so deeply 46 years ago. 
The writer of the letter refers to 
this ‘as a memory of his boyhood, 
and an interesting memory it is. 


‘On reeollection 1 was inclined to 
think that there had never been 
a more silly agitation; but on look- 
ihg up,the {Mets in old newspapers 
I can see*.now that there were 
certain extenuating cireumstances 
which exhibit our conduct in a Jess 
idiotic light. 

At the end of 1881 the Zoological 
Society accepted an offer. of £2,000 
from Barnum, the American show- 
man, for their large elephant, Jum- 
bo, upon whose back numbers of 
children. had made the,tour of the 
Gardens: Even among elephants 
Jumbo was exceptionally big; he 
stood 11ft. high and he weighed 
six tons.. He came from the Jardin 
des Plantes, and arrived at the Zoo 
on June 26, 1865, 30 that he may 
well be one of the elephants shown 
in ‘The Times” picture.” 

Question of His Sale 

The question of his sale to Ameri- 
ca might have attracted little 
attention had the .arrangements 
for his removal worked out as they 
were expected to do. On the night 
of Saturday, February 18, 1882, a 
huge cage or crate was brought 
upon one of Picktord's trollies to 
the door of Jumbo’s pen; and efforts 
were made to induce him to walk 
up a short inclined place into -this 
reeeptacle. But the plane, though 
built of stout planks, did not seem 
to Jumbo to be solid enough to bear 
his weight, so he knelt down in his 
pen and refused to move. The “Per- 
sian Monarch,” in which.his pas- 
sage to America had been taken, was 
due to sai] on the Monday, so some 
other measure was necessary. It 
was thought that it might be pos- 
sible to walk him down to the docks, 
and Scoit, his keeper, led him out of 
the Gardens. When however, he 
found himself outside the gate of 
the Gardens, where he had. spent 
the last 17 years of his life, he 
became alarmed and again knelt 
down, Scatt, to whom he was de- 
voted, tried to-persuade him to 
come on, but he would not stir, and 
there was nothing for it but to take 
him back to his old quarters, 

I can see now. that there was 
something well calculated to stir 
publie emotion in the picture of 
this massive suppliant imploring 
not to be taken. away 
familiar surroundings. An addi- 
tional touch of sentiment was lent 
to the narrative by the fact that a 
female elephant, called Alice, in a 
neighbouring pen kept up a terrific 
din all the time that the attempted 
romoval was taking place. Al- 
though Alfce was known to be the 
noisiest inhabitant of the elephant 
house, and prosaic people describ- 
ed her as being merely disturbed by 
unusual movements, it was not dif- 
ficult to build up a love episode 
upon her behaviour. The torrent 
of protest aroused now condemned 
the whole transaction in ihe-namé 
of humanity; 3 was cruel to Jumbo 
himself, it Was cruel to Alice to 
deprive her of her companion, and 
it was cruel to the children of Eng- 
land, who would no longer be able 
to ride upon Jumbo. : 


“Unconirgllable Excitement” 


The well-known naturalist Mr. 
Tegetmeier wrote a reasoned ‘arti- 
cle in the “Fiefd.on the subject. 
He pointed out that Jumbo was 
now about, 21 years old, and that 
elephants as they grew to maturity 
were liable to fits of uncontrollable 


exictement,-which made them dan-|- 


gerous, Jumbo’s conduct had for 
some time been a source of anxiety; 
though his pen had been specially 


strengthened, yet, when these’ vio-|° 


rilent moods overtook him, he 
had smashed up the posts and 
planks like paper. Scott was the 
ouly man who dared go. near him 
at those times, and was obliged to 
be constantly on-the spot day and 
hight to soothe the huge beast. jt 
ever Jumbo got. out anything might 
happen, although special elephant 
rifles were'in readiness to meet 
such an untoward possibility. 
responsibility of the Zoological So- 
ciety was very grave. 

It was quite in keeping with the 
affair that. statements. of this kind 
should have had no effect upon the 
popular view.- “The letters and the 
agitation continued with unabated 
force. The Society, and particul- 
larly the secretary Mr. Sclater, 
were censured -ag mercenary and 
unpatriotic.

ICE RINK K FOR 
SHANGHAI 


/ To BE ERECTED SOON. 

Another sport, new to this part 
of the world, is coming to Shang- 
hai, if the present, plans of the 
managers of the new Auditorium 
materialize, Like Hai Alai, it will 
be one of the regular features of 
the big general all around sports 
temple to be erected at the corner 
of Avenue Joffre and Rue Albert in 
the French Concession this fall.’ 

Ice Skating -is the new pasti 
that the managers of the Audito- 
rium will bring t<Shanghal. An 
old sport in.Europe and America, 
it will be something new for 
Shanghai and it should become just 
as popular here as-in its ‘native 
habitat. To the foreigner living in 
Shanghai, ice skating will be no 
novelty and it wil! furnish him with 
an ideal recreation during the sum- 
mer months. . 


Plans to. incorporate an: fee rink 

into the construction of the Audito- 
rium have already been completed. 
The building will be so constructed 
that a space 160 feet by 70 feet can 
be flooded at a moment's notice and 
after the flood gates have been 
opened and the. mechanism turned 
on, presto, and you have a smooth 
sheet” of ice in a twinkling. The 
rink will be as large as the 
majority ‘of the gummey rinks‘in 
America and Europe, a matter of 
12,000 square feet. In brief, it will 
be large enough to stage ice hockey 
contests, 
, In America and Europe, artifical 
ice rinks have grown in popularity 
during the summer season. This 
is especially true in America where 
it is now almost next to impossible 
to pass through a city of a few 
thousand inhabitants or more and 
not find an iee skating rink. -And 
the rinks are crowded literally day 
and night, 

Ice skating in Shanghai will not 
be an experiment any more than the 
establishment of a cinema or some 
other established industry. As a 
summer feature at the Auditorium, | 
it will develop into one’ of the most 
popular forms of amusement in this 
city, the management of the com- 
pany believes, More than that. it 
will be operated as efficiently and 
along the same lines-as the rinks 
in other countries. 

The ice skating equipment that 
will be used in the construction of 


‘the Auditorium will be the best 


manufactured. Arrangements are 
now underway for the purchase of 
a complete plant that will’ keep the 
entire building cool during ,the 
summer time and it will be so 
installéd that the manufacture of 
an ice rink will be only a matter 
of a few minutes.—“N. C. Daily: 
News.”

) LONDON TRAFFIC. 


PROBLEM MORE GIGANTIC 
» THAN EVER 


_ THE MAIN DI DIFFICULTY 

“ Those of us who live and work 
within the boundaries of London 
are conscious that to get from 
place to place’ is ever becoming a 
longer business, and that to cross 
the : streets tends té-be i increasing-| . 
ly dangerous to life‘and to limb, 
writes “Engineering.”” This is 
not because nothing is being done 
to alleviate matters, but simply 
Because the problem is so intricate 
and’ the means necessary to 
achieve a solution, if they can be 
found, so difficult to apply, that 
any remedies that'can be sug- 
gested are neutralised by the rate 
at which the disease develops. 
This condition is well brought out 
in. the third annual re- 
port ‘of. the London and 
Home | Counties . Traffic . “Ad- 
visory Committee, which deals 
with the year ended September 
30, 1928. In this document. there 
is plenty to indicate-that this 
Committee is tackling the pro- 
blem to the-best of its ability. 
Nevertheless, or perhaps because] © 
it has shown such energy, it feels | e: 
itself called upon to express dis- 
appointment that during the four 
years it has been in existence so 
little practical effect has been 
given to its recommendations. 
The main. difficulty is finance, 
though it is clear that vested in- 
terests also exert an ‘influence in 
the background. Railway com- 
panies cannot be forced, and are 
by no. means always in a position, 
to provide money for improve- 
ments which may be desirable in 
the interests of the travelling 
public of London, while as re- 
gard road and bridge works not 
only is finance a stumbling block, 
but conflicting ideas are also, an 
obstacle. The result,is that not 
only do major schemes remain in 
abeyance, but work on a number 
of-minor improvements is also de- 
layed. Cases in point are the pro- 
vision of alternative. routes to 
Oxford-street and -in the neigh- 
bourhood © of the: Elephant and 
Castle, the completion of which at 
a comparatively small expenditure 
would haye been of the very 
eee in relieving conges-
